Increase the Speed Limit 


T IS now over two weeks since the suggestion waa 


made to members of the city council that a new 


speed ordinance be adopted, increasing the limit on auto- 
mobiles from eight to twelve miles an hour. The owners 
of the machines are entitled to some consideration and, 
as it is impossible to direct the course of a motor-car with 
safety to pedestrians when the speed is only eight miles, 
it is only just that the limit should be increased. 
It Is 


pointed out that, if the law were enforced with strictness 
as it is written, even street cars would be forced, within 
the city limits, to run at less speed than eigh* miles an 
hour. 


The street cars are fitted with brakes, of course, but 


the automobile can be handled with greater ease and 
brought more quickly to a stop than any street car, so 
that far greater latitude could be allowed to the machine. 
Horses, too, moving at an ordinary trot, rarely go at a 
less rapid gait than eight miles and, surely, there is no 
one who will dispute the proposition that an automobile 
is safer, so far as the public is 
concerned, than 
the 


average horse". In short, it is only equity that the owners 
are asking. 
* There is no complaint against these owners, either. 
They try their best to conform to the ordinance as it Is, 
and they are careful and considerate of the rights of 
pedestrians and drivers of horse-drawn vehicles. In fact, 
the automobile drivers may be divided into two classes— 
the decent, courteous citizens on the one hand, and the 
rowdies on the other. The owners 6f these modern vehi- 
cles are in the former class without exception. So, too, 
are many professional chauffeurs. 
It is not their fault 


that automobiling should be repdered unpopular through 
the row d> ism of some chauffeurs in private employ. 


Give* the automobile owner a chance.

The Railroads and the State

to that of the United States govern- 
ment In Its Truckee-Carson plan, 
is 


about to be undertaken by the Dang- 
berg Company, which owns nearly 
thirty thousand acres of land in Car- 
son valley, the richest agricultural 
section between the Rockies and 
Sierra. 


Senator Dangbcrg, who is spending 


a few days in this city, outlined his 
plan to the 
Journal 
yesterday.

railroad has already been built by the 
Vlrginjfi & Truckee Company from 
Carson City into this region, travers- 
ing and stopping almost In the center 
of the tract.
